WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion today granted increases in freight rates approximating five 
per cent on all the railroads between the Atlantic Seaboard and the 


Mississippi River, north of the Potomac and Ohio Rivers. 


It is 


estimated the advanced rates will add $30,000,000 to the annual in- 


come of the 112 lines affected. 


The exceptions made to the increases apply to certain heavy 
commodities, which comprise a large bulk of traffic and which 
originates principally around the Great Lakes. 

The increases will further apply to the railroads west of Buf- 
falo and Pittsburg, which were granted partial advances in the de- 
cision of last August, which denied them altogether to the roads 


east of these points. 

The commission made its decision 
upon the showing.of.the railroads 
that in addition to conditions from 
which they previously asked relief, 
they now were confronted with an 


emergency because of the war in Eu- 
rope. 

Herian and Clements Dissent. 
With Commissioners Harlan and Clem- 

ents dissenting, the majority of the 
commission declared: 

“Whatever the consequences of the 
war may prove to be, we must recognize 
the fact that it exists; the fact that it 
is a calamity without precedent, and the 
fact that by it the commerce of the 
world has been disarranged and thrown 
into confusion. The means of transpor- 
tation are fundamental and indispensible 
agencies in our industrial life and for 
the common wéal should be kept abreast 
of public requirements.”’

Traffic Policemen to Wea: Them for 
Signaling in the Evening. 
Many traffic policemen hereafter will 
wear white gauntlets at night. The 
gauntlets are large enough to slip over 
the gloves and will be used to enable 
drivers more readily to see the police- 

men's signals.

FROM QUARANTINE 


Mayor Goes to Placard Dormi- 
tory Because of Scarlet Fever; 
Finds it Empty. 


Seventy-five young men, students of 


McKendree College, Lebanon, Ill., made 
2 hurriea exit yesterday from their dor- 


mitory, Carnegie Hall, to avoid being 
quarantined there over the holidays. A 
case of scarlet fever was the cause. 

Mayor Robinson, 
vice of City Attorney C. E. Chamberlin 
and Dr. J. B. Scruggs, who was at- 
tending the patient, was determined to 
quarantine the dormitory, with all that 
it contained, and headed for the college 
with that purpose. The students, ap- 
rrised of his approach, jumbled belong- 
ings into suit cases and fled. G. W. 
Creed, a member of the Lebanon Board 
of Health, who accompanied Robinson, 
says the horizon was fringed with heels 
and suit cases as thev approached and 
that some of the students jumped from 
the windows. 

Gilbert Harmon, a 
dent John F.. Harmon, had been sick 
several days. Yesterday morning Dr. 
Scruggs diagnosed his disease as scar- 
let fever. Muyor Robinson, as chair- 
man of the Board of Health, heard 
about it and set about quarantining the 
dormitory. although the doctor advised 
that quarantining Harmon’s room would 
be sufficient. He summoned Creed and 
they started to the college to placard 
the dormitory. The term had been 
brought to a close for the Christmas 
holidays ahead of time on account of 
the student’s sickness and the students 
were getting ready to go home. They 
expedited their preparations amazing- 
1. and when Robinson arrived with his 
placards he found the building empty, 
with the exception of the sick student, 
the matron and the nurse. 

The Mayor, conceding that there was 
not much use of quarantining the va- 
cated rooms, contented himself with nla- 
carding the occupied part of the build- 
ing. There was no disposition to quar- 
artine the girls’ dormitory, some dis- 
tance away, and the girls departed in 
more leisurely fashion.

A temporary restraining order was is- 
sued and deputy Sheriffs broke into 
the closed trunk factory and took 
charge. 

Mrs. Linton, who had previously filed 
a motion in the Probate Court to have 
her sister removed as executrix of their 
father’s estate, replied to Misg Mur- 
phy’s injunction suit with the suit for 
a receivership.

These hopes, which began to falter 
with the victory at Lodz and were 
strongly shaken by our successful of- 
fensive in Galicia and South Poland, 
have now been buried by the new vic- 
tory south of the Vistula. 

“Germany may rejoice over the retire- 
ment of the Russian millions.”’ 

Germans Capture 8700 Frenchmen. 

The official statement issued by the 
War Office today speaks of the cam- 
;aign in the Western field as follows: 

“The fighting in Nieuport continues 
favorable. but no decision yet has 
been reached. 

“The French attacks between La 
Bassee and Arras and on both sides 
of the River Somme have resulted in 
failure, with severe losses to the 
enemy. On the Somme the French 
lost 1200 men in prisoners and at least 
1800 in dead. Our own losses were 
under 200. 

“In the Argonne forest our suc- 
ceasful attack resulted in the capture 
of some 7500 prisoners, in addition to 
war material. There have been no 
important developments elsewhere on 
the Western front.” 

It is considered probable that several 
days will pass before full details of the 
battle in Poland are made public.

LONDON, Dec. 18,~I have just made 
a two weeks’ tour of Belgium to see 
how America’s food was being distrib- 
uted and I can say it is going to the 
ryeht mouths by the swiftest and surest 

ns. Only hungry Belgians are get- 
vrs *. and not one sack of flour has 
taken by the German ¢oldiers. 

But if Belgium is not to starve this 
Winter the United States must send a 
continuous string of ships loaded par- 
ticularly with grain and flour. What 
has arrived already has been eaten at 
once. There is no surplus. 

To give an idea of the scarcity of 
grain, it must be known that American 
wheat received in Belgium is being

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—Hartlepool, 
Scarborough and Whitby, the three En- 
glish towns bombarded by German war- 
ships, are defended places and the Ger- 
mans, therefore, were justified in shell- 
ing them, according to a statement given 
out here by Capt. Franz von Papen, mil- 
itary attache of the German embassy 
at Washington. The statement calls at- 
tention to Article 1 of The Hague con- 
vention of Oct. 18, 1907, which says: ‘““‘The 
bombardment by naval forces of unde- 
fended ports, towns, villages, dwellings 
or buildings is forbidden,” and con- 
tinues: 
“In concurrence with the report of 
the English official press bureau, the 
fact is established that WUartlepool is 
fortified, while Scarborough and Whit- 
by are defended, like all other British 
coast places, either by regular troops, 
coast guns or volunteers.

etc., by the British-French navy, did not 
take place because these place were for- 
tified, which in fact they are not, but 
solely because they are defended by Ger- 
man troops."’

Beatrice Mills, Greatly As- 
sists Husband. 


LORD WIMBORNE IS RIVAL 


Society Women in London as 
Eager as Politicians in Fight 
Over Viceroyship. 


LONDON, Dec. 18.—Americans will 
be especially interested in the lively 
campaign here for Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland to succeed the Harl of Aber- 
deen, because both candidates are well 
known there. Lord Granard married 
Miss Beatrice Mills of New York in 
19099 and Lord Wimborne took over 
there last June a polo team which 
“lifted” the cup an American team 
had captured five years before. 

Both now hold offices in the Govern- 
ment and it is understood that Wim- 
berne (Ivor Churchill Guest) has the 
strongest pull on the Cabinet, as the 
Guest family has great political influ- 
ence, and Winston Churehill is exert- 
ing himself to secure the office for his 
first cousin, Wimborne’s mother being 
a daughter of the seventh Duke of 
Marlborough. 

Granard’s main support comes from 
the Irish Nationalists, who do not care 
overmuch for Churchill or his rela- 
tions and think it would be appropri- 
ate and desirable to have Granard, an 
‘Irishman, for the first Viceroy under 
Home Rule. What may seem odd is 
that Granard is backed also by the 
court, where as Master of the Horse 
he has made himself very popular. In 
theory the court does not interfere in 
political appointments, but often can 
put in a decisive word where there is 
a difficulty of choice. 

Lady Granard Aids Hasband. 

Lady Granard is another great 
source of strength to her husband at 
this important juncture. for it is 
known that she has the ability and 
the tact—to say nothing of the dollars 
—to discharge the duties of ‘Vicereine 
with distinction. The salary of the 
Lord Lieutenant is $100,000 a year, but 
this does not meet the outlay, except 
in the most frugal hands, and there is 
opportunity to spend five times as 
much if the Dublin court is kept up on 
a grand scale. 

Wimborne, too, is very rich and has 
a remarkably clever and charming wife, 
who has taken an active part in promot- 
ing her husband’s political fortunes, and 
would make a highly effective V icereine 
in Dublin Castle. Wimborne has taken 
a more prominent part in politics than 
Granard and has shown decided ability 
as well as courage since he has repre- 
sented the Liberal Government in the 
chilling atmosphere of the House of 
Lords. 

His success with the polo team in the 
United States is not forgotten, having 
heen achieved in spite of the utmost dis- 
couragement by the polo authorities 
here, actuated, absurd as it may appear, 
by political hostility because he was a 
supporter of the home rule Dill. His 
fame as a good sportsman makes a spe- 
cial appeal to Irishmen, who like a Vice- 
roy who hag proved his liking for horse- 
flesh. 

Religion Is a Factor. 

Granard, being a Catholic, is nominal- 
ly disqualified for Lord Lieutenant of 
Treland with its five-sixths Catholic pop- 
ulation, but under the home rule act this 
remnant of the penal laws has been re- 
moved, «and it is urged that it should 
not be allowed now to operate any long- 
er as a bar. 

Wimborne is a Protestant, and it is 
contended in his favor that if Sir Ed- 
ward Carson should try to carry out his 
threat of revolt in Ulster after the war 
it would be advisable that the Ulster 
Orangemen should not have the excuse 
of charging the King’s representative in 
Ireland with religious bias. 

Premier Asquith has rarely had a 
more awkward decision to make, both 
on personal and ministerial grounds, a 
specially delicate feature of the case be- 
ing that the wives of the Cabinet Min- 
isters and the leading ladies of the court 
and of society are pulling every imag- 
inable string in the interest of thefr par- 
ticular candidate. It is quite possible 
that the Premier may find himself driv- 
en in self-defense to select some com- 
promise candidate.

HEAVY FIGHTING 
MARKED RETAKING 
OF BELGRADE 


Servians Drove Austrians to 
Rivers Where Monitors Waited 
to Ferry Them. 


PARIS, Dec. 18.—Telegraphing from 
Nish, the correspondent of the Havas 
Agency says: 

“Full details of the fighting around 
Belgrade have not yet been received, but 
enough is known to show that there also 
the Austrians suffered a defeat of a 
fatal nature. After several days of stub- 
born fighting the Austrian troops occu- 
pied a line of positions echeloned from 
the northeast of Obrenovatz as far as 
Koviona to the southeast of Avala (nine 
miles from Belgrade). ’ 

“The latter position was carried by the 
Serbs after several bayonet charges. 

“On Dec. 18-14 other positions fell, one 
after another, until the Austrians wero 
completely beaten on the last hills io 
the north of Avala. They were beaten 
on the left flank by Servian columns 
debouching from Obrenovats. 

“The Austrians retreated precipitately 
toward the Danube and Save, over 
which bridges had previously been 
thrown and on which numerous moni- 
tors, lighters and other craft waited to 
ferry the troops to the opposite bank. 
While the Austrians were crossing in 
the greatest haste, the Servians broke 
the last resistancé. The Austrian col- 
umns which were left to protect the re- 
treat, were thrown into wild disorder 
and abandoned heavy guns, rifles and 
other equipment, throwing some of it 
into the Danube. 

“Servian artillery, which was rapidly 
brought up to positions commanding 
both rivers, shelled and destroyed sev- 
eral bridges. The Austrian losses dur- 
ing the latter days are enormous, and 
those of the Servians also were serious. 

“The Servians captured, on Dec. 13-14, 
about 10,000 prisoners, of whom 67 were 
officers, 80 cannon, including eight mor- 
tars, 20 machine guns, 29 ammunition 
wagons, 20 field kitchens, numerous 
horses and a great quantity of supplies. 
Many Austrians were drowned. 

“When King Feter and Prince George 
and Prince Alexander entered Belgrade 
the fighting was still going on in the 
lower part of the city between the last 
detachments of the retreating Austrians 
and the first columns of the Servian in- 
fantry.”’ 


54 Percent of French Wounded 


Return to the Firing Line 

PARIS, Dec. 18.—No fewer than 54 
per cent of the French wounded re- 
turned to the firing line before Dec. 
l?, according to figures supplied to- 
day by the surgical department of the 
Ministry of War. 

Of the remaining 24 per cent had 
been given convalescent leaves, 17 per 
cent were still in hospitals and 1% per 
cent had been discharged from the 
army. Three and one-half percent of 
the wounded died. 

These statistics demonstrate the re- 
markable advance made in surgery 
and show a lower percentage of deaths 
from wounds than in any preceding 
war.

AS SCHARNHORST SANK 


Germans, Intending to 


Sieze Falkland Islands, 


Came on British Squadron Unawares— 
British Rescued 194 Men.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, Dec. 18.— 
The German cruisers sent to the bottom 
off the Falkland Islands Dec. 8 appar- 
ently .were taken unawares by the Brit- 
ish at a time when neither side was ex- 
pecting an encounter. The first detailed 
account of the battle which reached 
here today from Puerto Gallegos, Pat- 
agonia, says the Germans were on their 
way to seize the Falkland Islands, Brit- 
ish possessions, when they came unex- 
pectedly upon a lone British warship. 
The other members of the British fleet 
were taking on supplies from neighbor- 


mans were aware of the strength of their 
opponents, these ships closed in on 
them and the fate of Admiral von Spee’s 
squadron soon Was sealed. 

Germans Were Outnumbered. 

The story of the battle was told by 
passengers on the British steamer 
Orissa, which arrived at Punta Arenas 
from Callao, Chile. They say that the 
Germans fought bravely to the end, 
even the colliers refusing to surrender. 
Losses of the British were placed at 
eight men. 

It was a formidable British squadron 
which faced the Germans. Included in 
it were the battleship Canopus and the 
cruisers Kent, Cornwall, Carnarvon, 
Bristol and Glasguw. It far outmatched 
in strength the German squadron, con- 
sisting of the five cruisers Scharnhorst, 
Gneisenau, Leipzig, Nurnberg and Dres- 
den. 

The British squadron arrived at Port 
Pi Baw Faikland Islands, Dec. 7, to 
take on supplies. The next morning the 
Canopus, which was guarding the en- 
trance to the port, sighted a hostile war- 
ship. Four others quickly came into 
view and were recognized as the squad- 
ron of Admiral von Spee. The German 
warships had left the Chilean islands of 
Juan Fernandez Nov. 15, for the Falk- 
land Islands, to take possession of them 
and destroy the wireless station. 

Only the Canopus was visible at first 
to the Germans, who steamed straight 
at her. The Canopus opened fire and 
the other British warships rushed to her 
assistance. . 

The Scharnhorst, Gneisenau and Leip- 
zie formed in battle line. The Nurn- 
berg and Dresden, however, dropped 
back from the firing line. 

Crew Cheered as Ship Sank. 

The British warships concentrated 
their fire on the Scharnhorst, Admiral 
von Spee’s flagship. When it became 
evident that she was doomed her crew 
assembled on the forward deck. The 
Scharnhorst refused to surrender and, 
after an hour’s fighting, plunged beneath 
the waves. The crew preserved its for 
mation as the ship went down and 
cheered as the waters closed about them. 

The Glasgow engaged the Leipzig, and 
sank her. The Gneisenau went down 80 
miles from Port Stanley. The Nurnberg 
attempted to escape, put after a pur- 
suit of two hours was_sunk. The Car- 
narvon pursued the Dresden, but was 
not swift enough to overhaul her, and 
the German warship escaped. 

After the battle the British picked up 
194 Germans, including a few officers. 
Of these survivors 100 were from the 
crews of the two German colliers. An 
opportunity to surrender was offered, 
but the colliers refused and were sunk. 


Cruiser Cornwall Damaged. 
The cruiser Cornwall was damaged

The British admiralty report of the 
battle stated that only seven men of 
the British squadron lost their lives. A 
report received Wednesday by the Ger- 
man embassy from the German Minis- 
ter in Chile said that, in addition to the 
ships mentioned in the Buenos Aires dis- 
patch as having engaged the German 
squadron, the battle cruisers Invincible 
and Inflexible were in the battle. The 
Glasgow, which sank the Leipzing, is the 
only survivor of the fight off Coronel, 
Chile, Nov. 1, in which Admiral von 
Spee’s squadron sank the crulsers Good 
Hope and Monmouth. 


Indian Troops Finicky Over 
Food Served in Hospitals 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The East Indian 
troops are giving no end of trouble be- 
cause Of their fastidiousness in eating. 
In the Netley Hospital, near Southamp- 
ton, Hindus and Mohammedan wounded 
almost came to blows over the question 
of how their goat and sheep should be 
served. It has been necessary to sepa- 
rate them to avoid fighting. 

The Mohammedan wants the animals’ 
heads cut off; the Hindu insists that the 
throat shall be cut and the breast al- 
lowed to bleed to death after custom im- 
memorial. At first the British in charge 
of the hospital were inclined to weigh 
the matter lightly, but they found that 
it was of serious concern to the Indian. 
After two or three clashes between the 
factions, they were placed in different 
parts of the hospital and their respec- 
tive requests in the matter of how goat 
or sheep should be despatched are be- 
ing carefully observed.

FROM THE EMDEN 


Men Who Seized Schooner and 
Later Captured a Collier 
Taken by Empress of Japan. 


By Associated Press. 
PARIS, Dec. 18.—The Ministry of Ma- 


rine announced today that the British 
auxiliary cruiser Empress of Japan had 
captured the collier Exford, having on 


board three officers and # men from the 
German cruiser Emden, sunk Nov. 10 
by the Australian cruiser Sydney. These 
are the # men who escaped to Cocos 
Island and subsequently sailed away in 
a commandeered schooner. 


A dispatch from Manila yesterday said 
that 4 men of the crew of the Emden 
had captured a collier, mounted two 
Maxims on her and were raiding com- 
merce in the Pacific. The report reached 
Manila through officers of the British 
steamer Malacca, which has ptt: at 
Jolo. 

The men of the Emden had gone 
ashore on Cocos Island to dismantel the 
wireless and were unable to rejoin thelr 
ship when the Sydney appeared. The 
German party, which is commanded by 
Lieut. von Muecke, left Cocos Island 
with a commandeered schooner and 
plenty of provisions, together with their 
own armed launch and two boats. 


Author Says Kites Directed 
Attack on English Coast 


LONDON, Dec. 18.—A startling story, 
indicating that the German ships which 
raided the Yorkshire Coast were direct- 
ed by spies on the coast as to Where 
to strike, is furnished to the Daily Mail 
by Louis Tracy, the well-known author, 
who has lived In the United *States. 
His home, Fairlawn, at Whitby, was 
under the fire of the German shells. 
Tracy said: 

‘The whole coast was excited on Tues- 
day night by a brilliant sky sign, which 
shone for half an hour. It was an etec- 
tric lamp fixed to a kite, and as it floated 
high in air it marked the position of 
Whitby. 

“IT saw it, and I can name dozens who 
saw it flaunting over our heads at 9:30 p. 
m., telling the German ships exactly 
where we were. It twinkled in defiance 
of our authorities.”’ 

As precautionary measures along the 
coast, coast guards and patrols have 
heen ordered to fire on any person seen 
signaling with lights, flags or other 
devices.

FIRE SHOTS, FLEE 


Olive Street Robbers Escape in 
Spite of Bullets Which Are 
Sent After Them. 


DOGS’ BARKS GIVE ALARM 
Suspended Policeman in Plain 


Clothes Sees Flight, but Is 
Unarmed and Powerless. 


Two men entered Henry H. Gerhardt’s 
jewelry store, 3324 Olive street, at 7:15 
last night, overcame the clerk, George 
Garven, by threatening him with a re- 
volver, and engaged in a revolver battle, 
m morment later, with the proprietor. 
Both got away, taking diamond jewelry 
whose value is estimated by Gerhardt 
at more than $3000. 

As the revolver fight was going on in 
the store, Patrolman Thomas L. Gregory 
of the Laciede avenue station, in plain 
clothes and unarmed, was about fifty 
feet from .he place. He heard the shots 
and saw the robbers run out and dart 
across Olive street. He realized, he said 
later, that a “stick-up job” had been 
committed, but -tecause he had no weap- 
on he made no attempt to follow such 
desperate criminals. 

Gregory was suspended Wednesday 
night on a charge of intoxication and 
was at that time relieved of his police 
property, including his revolver. His 
hearing was set for this afternoon’s 
meeting of the Police Board. After it 
was learned that he had been near the 
store at the time of the robbery, he was 
summoned to the station and questioned 
by his superior officers. 

Gerhardt's jewelry store is in the 
business front built on an old residence. 
Gerhardt lives in the first-floor rooms 
at the rear of the store and William 
Mautz and his wife live upstairs. 

Point Revolver at Clerk. 

Garven, the clerk, says the men 
were wearing white handkerchiefs over 
their mouths and chins. They displayed 
revolvers and ordered Garven to open 
the safe. 

Garven said he did not know how, and 
while one of the men continued to point 
a revolver at him, the other reached 
into the showcase and took a handful 
of diamond rings—a later reckoning 
showed that he took 2% rings—and five 
pairs of diamond earrings, two diamond 
studs and a diamond stickpin. 

Gerhardt’s two bulldogs began bark- 
ing and the proprietor ran in, carrying 
his revolver. He saw Garven standing 
between two safe doors, a position into 
which the armed robber had backed 
him. Gerhardt and the robbers began 
firing almost simultaneously, and Ger- 
hardt fired at the men four times. 

As the men ran out of the store 
Mautz stepped from his front window 
to the roof of the store addition and 
fired five times at the fugitives. 

Third Visit of Robbers. 

Gerhardt’s store was robbed in a 
similar manner in 1910, and his scalp 
was grazed by a bullet at that time. 
He carries burglary insurance. June 
2 last, a daytime robbery was attempt- 
ed in the store by two men, one of 
whom bored a hole in the side of a 
showcase, the other inserting a stick 
and fishing out a $% diamond ring. 

These men were frightened away, 
according to the police, by the arrival 
of Mrs. Mautz, wife of the jeweler’s 
upstairs neighbor.

WOMAN 1 SOUGHT |

OF BANK ROBBER 


Cincinnati Police Believe Bandit’ 
Passed $13,000 to Her Be- 
fore He Was Slain.

CINCINNATI, Dec. 18.—Frank G 


Hohl, who stole an automobile and by 
speeding from place to place robbed two 
banks here yesterday morning in an 
hour, and was killed in a revolver battle 
with policemen, is believed to have 
passed on before his death, $13,100, which 
is missing, to a woman confederate. Ed- 
ward Knaul, the policeman shot by 
Hohl, died today of his wounds. 


Mrs. Bertha Hohl, the bandit’s wife, 
who was arrested last night, said she 
would not claim his body. She denied 
knowing anything about the robberies, 
saying she even was ignorant of the 
fact that he was in the city. She said 
he left her about a year ago be- 
cause she would not take an active part 
in his crimes. 

The police, besides holding Mrs. Hohl, 
are also searching for the woman who, 
they believe, was the bandit’s confed- 
erate. 

Hohl robbed the Union Bank in Al- 
toona, Pa., March 28. He drove up in a 
stolen taxicab, forced the paying teller 
from his cage, shot and wounded the 
cashier, took nearly $3000, after wound- 
ing a depositor whom he met at the door 
and scattering the crowd on the street 
with a fusillade of shots, disappeared in 
the taxicab. In a rovum from which a 
couple under the name of Frank Wil- 
son and wife had disappeared, cart- 
ridges corresponding to bullets fired by 
Hohl were found, and Hohl was arrest- 
ed in Salem, O., in April.

“Brother Francis,’’ assistant chief 
wielder of the flaming sword, is said to 
have joined the ‘‘King’’ in flight; was 
said by the women who have turned 
against the cult, to have been chief 
wine pourer at the ‘“‘inner court’’ rites 
when women were initiated. Mrs. Clarke, 
in her latest statement, reviewed a trip 
taken by Benjamin Purnell, 13 women, 
1L-men and all the animals from the 
Renton Harbor Park to Chicago, where, 
she said, Benjamin opened as a side 
show attraction with a circus. 

“Benjamin used to walk up and down 
in front of the tents,’’ said Mrs. Clarke. 
‘‘A lot of people looked at his whiskers 
and his red kimono and paid a dime to 
see what was inside the tents. 

Danced in Pajamas. 

‘‘We women sold souvenirs and things. 

“The weather got pretty rainy and 
Benjamin only stayed there two days 
out of the eight we were in Chicago. We 
slept in the tents on the rainy ground 
after that. But before it got so bad 
he stayed with us. The men siept in 
one tent and the women in another. 
That is, all but Benjamin. 

“He visited us and had us dance for 
him. He especially enjoyed the dancing 
of the younger giris, and he used to 
call them to his side when they did real 
well. It was worth while to stand in 
well with King Benjamin and be pretty 
and young. 

“But even with these celebratio's, 
Benjamin did not care much for the 
weather, and he left us.’’ 

Benjamin had trouble two years ago 
Mrs. Clarke said, when his prophecy 
that the world would end March 12, 
1912, failed to come true. The colony 
now looks forward to March 12, 1916. 

Mrs. Clarke went on to tell how 
“King” Benjamin sought to buy her 
silence with a slide trombone. In ad- 
dition, he made.her a member of his 
angelic band that was to toot triumph- 
ant on the day of judgment. 

Tells of His Program. 

Mrs. Clarke gave an outline of a day 
in the life of the king of “holy rollers.’ 

“You see, Benjamin used to be up 
pretty late at night and early in the 
morning.”’ she said. ‘‘With his celebra- 
tions and his dances he was pretty tired 
out about sun up. So he used to sleep 
generally until noon. Then some wom- 
en wouild bring him breakfast and comb 
his beard and get his white clothes 
ready. He would wander around the 
place and let visitors look at him. When 


evening came he would sit on the ve- 


randa of Shiloh with some of the wom- 
en of the ‘inner court’ and listen to the 
band concert. 

“Then he would say govod-night to us 
until the rites began in the private room 
in Shiloh or in Jerusalem or Bethlehem 
or one of the other houses.” 

As to the other members of the eol- 
ony, Mrs. Clarke said they worked in 
the fields raising food for Benjamin and 
the favored women.

When Charles A. Leary, who holda 
that he has now the general contract 
to complete the building, found the po- 
licemen on guard this morning, he made 
the request that Gallaher’s men . be 
ejected. 

The firm of Wall Bros. originally had 
the entire contract and they sublet the 
plumbing contract to Gallaher. After 
many labor troubles because they re- 
fused to unionize the job, Wall Bros. 
gave up the contract in October and as- 
signed it to Leary, as representative of 
two large bonding companies. Leary 
contends that the assignment gave tw 
him complete control of the building and 
that Gallaher’s subcontract is not now 
in effect. 

Leary’s first move was to. unionize 
the job. This left Gallagher’s men 
the only nonunion workmen on the 
duilding Yesterday all the union 
men except the bricklayers and the 
marble setters walked out, demand- 
ing that Gallagher’s men quit work- 
ing. 

‘ About 60 of the “strikers” were as- 
sembled around the building when 
the policemen arrived this morning. 

The building originally was to have 
been completed last August, but fre- 
quent labor troubles caused a recent 
announcement that it cannot be fin- 
ished until next September.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 18.—Representa- 
tive Garaner of New York, who intro- 
duced the first resolution in Congress 
‘or an investigation by a special commis- 
sion of the preparedness of the United 
States for war, was the principal witness 
‘today before the House Naval Committee 
in its hearings on the naval appropria- 


tion bill. 

Gardner read a long statement. He 
said he was before the committee to 
ask it to appropriate for the full number 
of ships recommended by the Genera! 
Naval Board. Secretary Daniels has rec- 
ommended that Congress cut the board’s 
estimate in two. Gardner complained 
because the committee had not permit- 
ted him to present several recently re- 
tired officers as witnesses. 

Warships in Storage. | 

‘In a single day,’’ he said, “the coun- 
try would have learned of our demented 
policy of building warships for cold 
storage. Out of 30 completed battleships, 
do you know that 12 of them are un- 
available without a jong delay, on ac- 
count of our refusal to pay the bills 
for manning them’. 

“Tf we had gone to war with the rest 
of the first-class Powers early in Au- 
gust, do you realize that no less than 
nine of our battleships would not have 
been ready to fight. We have 15 cruisers, 
°° destroyers, 18 torpedo boats, five sub- 
marines and perhaps a dozen miscel- 
laneous fighting ships kept in cold stor- 
age with the battleships. Eighty fight- 
ing vessels of our modest navy are not 
available for battle in an emergency. 

“T charge that our navy is 18,000 
inen short and a further shortage of 
40,000 men is in sight. The General 
Board, which has actually made our 
war plans, estimates the enlisted 
force of the navy as between 30,000 
and 60,000 men short for war.” 


Not Superior to German Fleet. 
Gardner here detatied the number 


of war vessels which the United 
States has in comparison with the 
number it would have under Navy 
Board recommendations, and _ dis- 
cussed the need of greater appropria- 
tions for more war aircraft. 

“Some persons have quoted Rear 
Admiral Fletcher as saying the 
American Navy ranks ahead of that 
of Germany,” Gardner said. “I have 
searched the Adimarl’s evidence and 
find that he said nothing of the sort. 
I don't believe that any well informed 
man believes our fleet to be superior 
to that of Germany.” 

Rear Admiral Fiske was a witness 
before the committee yesterday. He de- 
clared that five years at least would 
be required to put the United States 
navy to the highest state of efficiency 
to meet a hostile foreign fleet. He said 
the navy was now deficient in air craft, 
mines, scout cruisers, torpedo boat de-

Salutes ef 101 Guns Fired 
Throughout Country and Union 
Jack Is Hoisted. 


CAIRO, Egypt, Dec. 18.—A British 
protectorate was proclaimed formally | 
throughout Egypt today. In all gar- 
rison towns a salute of 101 guns was 
fired and the Union Jack was hoisted. 
ha&Asted. | 


British High Commisioner for Egypt 
In Appointed, 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—The official press 
bureau has issued the following state- 
ment concerning the making of Egypt 
a British protectorate: 

“His Britannic Majesty’s principal Sec- 
retary of State of Foreign Affairs gives 
notice that, in view of a state of war 
arising out of the action of Turkey, 
Egypt is placed under the protection of 
His Majesty and will henceforth con- 
stitute a British protectorate. 

“The suzerainty of Turkey over 
Egypt is thus terminated and His Maj- 
esty’s government will adopt all meas- 
ures necessary for the defense of Egypt 
and the protection of its inhabitants and 
interests. ® 

“The King has been pleased to ap- 
prove the appointment of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Sir Arthur MacMahon to be 
His Majesty’s High Commissioner for 
Egypt.”" 

The annexation of Egypt and the Su- 
dan takes from the Sultan of Turkey 
14,000,000 subjects and 1,300,000 square 
miles of land. This action, moreover, 
robs the Turk of his last foothold in 
Africa, Italy having taken Tripoli from 
him a few years ago.

The proclamation of Egypt as a Brit- 

ish protectorate was foreshadowed in re- 
cent dispatches. On Nov. 3, Egypt was 
placed under martial law and Maior- 
General Sir John Grenfell Maxwell,, 
commander of the forces in Egypt, was 
placed in military control of the coun- 
try. \ 
Advices from Constantinople have re- 
ported the Khedive Abbas Hilmi—exiled, 
it has been alleged, from Egypt on ac- 
count of his pvro-Turkish attitude—as 
having gone to Vienna to confer with 
the Austrian authorities. Previously the 
Khedive had been reported preparing to 
lead an army into Egypt to wrest con- 
trol of the country from the British. 

Egypt, while nominally forming part 
of the Turkish Empire, has been virtual- 
lv a dependency of England. The ad- 
ministration is carried on by native 
ministers, subject to the ruling of the 
Khedive, Since 1883 England has been 
represented in the Government. On the 
abolition of the joint Anglo-French con- 
trol in that year, the Khedive, on the 
recommendation of England, appointed 
aff English financial adviser, without 
whose concurrence no financial decision 
can be taken. The financial adviser has 
a right to a seat in the Council of Min- 
isters, but 1s not an executive officer. 


STOCKHOLDERS MADE LIABLE 


Court Holds They Must Pay When 
Corporation Lacks Prop rty. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Dec. 18.—Re- 
versing the Circuit Court of Jasper 
County and establishing an entirely new 
precedent in dealing with corporations 
organized in the State, the Springfield 
Court of Appeals, in an opinion by 
Judge John T. Sturgis, has declared that 
stockholders in companies in which 
property is used as a basis for car itali- 
zation are liable to the extent of their 
®.ock in excess of the value of the prop- 
erty if the capital stock is not limited 

to a fair valuation of the property. 

The case involved in the decision re- 
lated to a concern with a capital stock 
of $43,000 and property worth less than 
$1000. The case was tried originally in 
the Jasper County Circuit Court, in 
which the Stag Mininfi Co. of Joplin 
‘vag given a favorable verdict in a suit 
hrought by Mrs. Ada Rogers to collect 
a judgment of $5000 on account of the 
“death of her husband, who was em- 
ployed in the mines of the company. 
she company evaded payment of all but 
@ small part of the judgment on the 
yheory that it had no property except- 
we that which had been taken posses- 
wwn of by the plaintiff, about $300 ‘n 
value. The Jasper Circuit Court upheld 
the contention of the company. 


KANSAS FOOD LAWS LAX 


No Punishment Provided for Sale of 
; Diseased Meat. 

SOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 18.—A man in 
“<ansas can be sent to jail for selling or 
buying diseased animals, but he can- 
not be prosecuted for selling the meat 
of diseased animals to hu rans, except 
under the Federal food and drugs ac*. 

This is the ruling of th- State Su- 
preme Court, based on the appeal of 
the State in the case of J. E. Wigles- 
worth, from Wyandotte County, who 
was released beeause the statute pro- 
vided punishment only for the sale of 
diseased animals and not for the sale 
“~ the meat.

FOUR MORE MEN 


FINED FOR DINING 
ON MAYOR KIEL’ 


They Are Assessed $50 Each, 
Double That Imposed on Five 
Others They Imitated. 


OUT OF JOB, THEY PLEAD 


‘Honesty Doesn’t Stop Hunger,’ 
Says One; Objections Made 
to the Soup Line. 


Four men who ate at Thompson's 
restaurant, 718 Olive street, last 
night, and told the cashier to “charge 
it to Mayor Kiel,” were fined $60 
each in Judge Hogan’s Court today. 

When Mayor Kiel returned to his of- 
fice today after a trip to Texas and 
Louisiana, one of the first things he 
learned was how meals had been 
“charged” to. him by hungry I. W. W. 
mem bers. 

“I'm sorry,’’ he said to a reporter with 
a amile, “but I can’t buy meals for these 
boys, though I'd like to if I could af- 
ford it. I have a large family and it 
keeps me busy trying to make both ends 
meet around Christmas time.”’ 

The defendants were James E. 
Stewart, William Saderdag, Joseph 
Murray and William Wright. They 
told that they had read of a similar 
act by five lL. W. W. members who 
were fined $25 each in the same 
court vesterday. 

Wright testified that he had no 
work and no money and that he was 
unwilling to beg or join the free soup 
line at the old Four Courts Building. 
He said he had looked for work, but 
had had only odd jobs in the last few 
months. 

“I Can’t Find a Job.” 

Murray, who said he had been a book- 
keeper in Seattle, Wash., told the Judge 
he had had nothing to eat for 2 hours. 
‘That honesty stuff is all right, but it 
doesn’t stop your hunger,”’ he said. ‘‘He 
said he had read of the I. W. W. men 
who attempted to charge their meals to 
Mayor Kiel, but the idea was not a new 
one to him: I always intended to do 
something like that if I got up against 
it,”’ he declared. 

Stewart explained his act by saying: 
“T am an expert cut glass worker, burt 
I can’t find a job. A hungry stomach 
knows no morals. I had to have some- 
thing to eat If I got a job tomorrow I 
would pay that restaurant bill out of 
my first pay.” 

Refers to Soup as Water. 

Saderdag said he had been without 
food 24 hours. “A man gave me a4 
dime Wednesday night and I spent it for 
food,”” he said. ‘J wouldn’t get in 
that soup line. That water they give 
you wouldn’t keep up your strength 
while you were looking for work.” 

“Did you ever eat any of the free 
soup they're distributing here?” 
asked City Attorney Garesche. 

“No,” replied Saderdag, ‘“‘but I have 
eaten good soup.” 


200 Unemployed Men March on Res- 
taurant and Seize Food. 
SEATTLE, Wash.,; Dec. 18.—Two hun- 
dred unemployed men terrorized the pat- 
rons and proprietors of a dairy lunch 
at Second avenue and Cherry street last 
night by marching into the place and 
forcibly taking all the food in sight. 
After this raid they paraded the down- 
iown . _reets and made an onslaught on 
a. market, seizing everything edible with- 

in reach. 

Forty men arrested and placed in three 
large celis at the city jail kicked the 
plaster off the walls and broke all the 
windows. Then a volley of the pieces of 
plaster brought the big gas globes crash- 
ing to the floor, leaving the corridor in 
darkness. 

The men said they had agreed not to 
go to the Hotel Liberty, the municipal 
home for men without jobs, because they 
would be required to cut wood, mop 
the floors, cook and perform other servy- 
ices. 


POLLUTION OF LAKES AND 
RIVERS MENACE 70 HEALTH 


Surgeon-General Blue Says in Report 
That Vessels Help Maintain 
Typhoid Rate. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Pollution of 
the Great Lakes and tributary rivers is 
hpecoming a serious menace to hea!th, 
according to the annual report today of 
Surgeon-General Rupert Dlue of the 
Public Hea:th Service. He points out 
that about 16,000,000 passengers are car 
ried each year over the Great Lakes and 
that more than 1600 vessels use these 
waters. 

“It becomes apparent, therefore,’ Dr. 
Tslue declares, “that these inland ves 
sels play an important role in the main- 
tenance of the high typhoid fever rate 
in the United States. 

He points again that investigation by 
Americar officiats does not bear ou: 
the claims made by Dr. F. F. Friedmann 
for a specific cure for tuberculosis. In- 
vestigation of the Von Ruck treatment 
for the same disease, he announces, is 
incomplete. 

Study of the use of drugs in this coun- 
try, where anti-narcotic legislation has 
made statistics available, Dr. Blue says, 
leads to the belief that the estimate of 
vrug users has been high and that the 
users of morphine and opium in this 
country probably do not number more 
than 140,000, whiie the number of co- 
caine users is probably ‘very wmuch 
lower.”

INTO AUDIENCE IN 
NEW YORK THEATER 


Animals Just Taken Off Stage 
Suddenly Leap Out From 
Behind Curtain. 


CROWD FLEES IN TERROR 


All Escape Safely, but Police- 
man Is Accidentally Shot in 
Chase of One Beast. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—Two men and 
a woman, arrested last night following 
the escape of six full-grown lionesses 
from a theater where they had just 
been put through an exhibition, are ve 
ing held on a charge of permitting ani- 
mals to escape through carelessness. 
This charge may be changed to man- 
slaughter in the second degree against 
Mme. Mary Andree, the trainer, and 
Cc. A. Turnquist, another trainer, if the 
injuries to a policeman who was acci- 
Gentally shot in the panic that followed 
the animals’ escape results fatally. G. 
H. Hamilton, a theatrical agent, is the 
other person held. 

Nine hundred persons were in the 
Eighty-sixth Street Theater, on the 
south side of that thoroughfare, near 
Third street, at a matinee performance 
yesterday afternoon when the animals 
escaped. 

A drop curtain had been lowered after 
the animal act, and a male quartet of 
singers were caroling when a scream 
of fright from the woman caused the 
audience to look about. Then one of the 
big, tawney beasts appeared at the right 
hand side of the stage, gazed around 
for a moment, and leaped lightly into a 
box. At almost the same instant another 
showed itself in an opposite box, to 
which it had made its way through a 
passage leading from the wings. 

Crowd Rushes fer Exits. 

Instantly there was a rusn for the 
exits. Men, women and children force1 
their way toward the exits, but before 
half the crowd got beyond the exits the 
other four lionesses had come from be- 
hind the stage and had leaped over the 
footlights into the “auditorium, where 
they moved about, -undetermined just 
~what to do. : 

No one was injured in the race for the 
street. One man hada his forehead slight- 
ly lacerated by the claws. of one of the 
lionesses. 

Vive of the lHonesses were confined in 
the playhouse by the closing of the 
doors after most of the spectators had 
made their way out. But the sixth— 
Alice, the star performer—escaped 
through an alley way out into Highty- 
sixth street. 

There was another wild scare then, as 
the people who ha just left the theater, 
and additional hundreds who had run 
up to see what the excitement was, took 
to their heels. 

Two young fellows from a brewery 
truck worked their way around behind 
Alice with a huge tarpaulin outstretched 
hetween them. They tossed this over 
the lioness in an effort to capture her, 
but she jumped from beneath the cov- 
ering and bounded toward a saloon door. 
She went up on her hind legs here, 
peered in for a moment, and then moved 
leisurely to the front of Abraham Gla- 
ser’s photograph shop, next door to the 
saloon. 

A man and a woman were standing in 
the vestibule looking at some pictures? 
They yelled in terror as they saw the 
minimal and ran upstairs. Meanwhile a 
crowd of daring spirits started across 
the street toward the lioness. Alice took 
the stairs, too, whereupon the man and 
woman threw themselves on their faces. 
She bounded over them and paused on 
the second floor landing. 

Here the photographer had his gallery. 
Ile was taxing a photograph of a moth- 
er and two children, Hearing the yells 
he opened his door, to be confronted 
vith the massive head of the lioness 
within four feet of him. He quickly 
siarimed shut the door. 


Policeman Is Shot. 
The lioness went up to the fourth floor 


of the building. By this time police- 
men were arriving by scores, and more 
than a dozen started up: the stairway.

But some of 
the balls struck her at last and she 
leaped down into the midst of the po- 
lheemen, who were gathered at the third 
floor landing. Patrolmen McKeavny and 
Craig were clawed as the lioness’ body 
fell close to them. 

Just as the lioness was laid low it 
was discovered that Sergeant Daniel 
Glynn had been accidentally shot during 
the genera: firing. The bullet lodged in 
the muscles of his back. It is believed 
he will recover.

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Exceptions to Increases. 

The exceptions from the proposed. in- 
crease of rates are stated in the decision 
us follows: 

“I. Rail-lake-and-rail, lake-and-rail, 
and rail-and-lake rates. It is shown on 
the record that since the rail carriers 
acquired ownership and control of the 
lake lines succeggive increases have beet 
made in the rates via lake, tending to 
lessen the differences between them and 
the all-rail rates.

It Is 40 Feet High and Will Be

The municipal Christmas tree which is 
to be raised at Twelfth and St. Charles 
streets reached St. Louis last night 
over the Iron Mountain Railroad from 
Ozark, Mo., and is at the yards of the 
ONeil Lumber Co., King’s highway and 
Manchester avenue.

TRADE AND NEUTRALITY. 


A letter which the directors of the St. Louis 
Gymnastic Societies will send to Secretary. Bryan 
asks that export of arms to European belligerents 
be prohibited, just as their export to Mexico was 
prohibited under President Taft and under Presi- 
dent Wilson. Others, in St. Louis and elsewhere, 
have made a similar use of the Mexican prohibi- 
tion as an analogy that should govern our policy 
during the present troubles. 

But let us see what the circumstances were 
under which Mexicans were denied the usual 
right to import military supplies from this coun- 
try. Mexico was engaged in civil, not interna- 
tional strife. The United States had refused to 
recognize either the set of murderous adventurers 
who had seized on the capital or other sets which 
pretended to be administering government in dif- 
ferent parts of the republic. 

The usual disorders that accompany civil war 
were prevalent. Americans and American prop- 
erty were in jeopardy. One reason for the pro- 
hibition was that bands of outlaws without ad- 
herence to the organized forces of either faction 
were obtaining from this side of the line arms 
with which to commit depredations. 

But the great reason for the prohibition was 
that our relations with Mexico had approximated 
a state of war. Conditions were such that almost 
any day a crisis might be precipitated that would 
make hostilities inevitable. Some part of the 
public opinion of the country held that, in spite 
of the efforts of: Mr. Taft and Mr. Wilson, war 
could not be prevented. The bar on shipments 
of arms was not itself an act of war, but it was 
an act of common military prudence, taken with 
the obvious purpose of preventing our own 
weapons from being used against us in certain 
contingencies. The authority for it was a spe- 
cific law of Congress passed to meet the specific 
emergenoy. 

Now, if any BHuropean country occupies the 
seme relation to us which Mexico has occupied in 
recent months—if it is without organized gov- 
ernment, if anarchy and confusion control it, if 
Americans and American interests within it are 
imperiled, if war upon it by our Government seems 
imminent—by all means let Congress, as a military 


from @ur manufacturers. 

Let Congress pass such a law with conditions 
as they are at present—to which conditions the 
Mexican analogy has not the slightest applica- 
tion—if Congress in its judgment thinks best to 
do so. The administration, which is powerless 
to forbid shipments without such a law, would, 
of course, obey it. 

But before Congress takes any such unprece- 
dented action it should consider well what it is 
doing. It will be giving cause for provocation 
rather than friendliness. It will do violence to 
neutrality instead of promoting it. It will be 
establishing a precedent which would have been 
most injurious to us during the Spanish war and 
might be still more injurious in a future war.

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SOUTHWEST SUBUEB’S COMPLAINT. 
The 7000 people in the suburbs of Lindenwood, 
Gratiot and Shrewsbury who are without ade- 
quate transportation do not know positively that 
there is an agreement between the United Rail- 
ways and the Frisco that the railroad should 
furnish all transportation. The attitude of the 
two companies in the past has, however, been 
such as to warrant that impression. 

It appears that, on Aug. 5, Manager Hilton of 
the Frisco wrote the manager of the United Rail- 
ways: 

We are now doing quite a heavy five-cent 
suburban traffic between St. Louts, Tower 
Grove and Gratiot Station. We would like to 
get away from this stop entirely, but because 
of the lack of any other transportation facili- 
ties, feel some obligation to give the people 
service. 

If you could see your way clear to extend 

your present Tower Grove line terminating 
at Tamm avenue and Old Manchester road, we 
would cancel the stop of all of our trains at 
Gratiot Station. What do you think of this 
proposition? 
The facts seem to show that Manager Hilton's 
generous offer was not accepted. The people are 
still without adequate transportation, and their 
chief hope of getting it is through the action of 
the Public Service Commission. What they want 
is the kind of transportation facilities that the 
people of the rest of the city get. 

If the Frisco could and would run trains at fre- 
quent intervals down as far as Poplar or Third 
street, these suburbanites might get along with- 
out street cars. It is fortunate for them that the 
Frisco feels ‘“‘some obligation” to give them serv- 
ice, such as it is. But they want and need street 
car service. The United Railways should meet 
this need.

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WHY THE WAR IN THE MINES. 

Numerous high-browed persons are speculating 
—some of them on costly special commissions at 
public expense—upon the causes of the constant 
warfare betwcen employers and employes in Amer- 
ican mines. 

Mining, as an industry, is belated. Andrew Car- 
negie tells how his ancestors were sold with the 
Scotch mines they worked fn, only 300 years ago. 
Sold like the mine mules; they risked jail if they 
ventured off the mine property. In this coun- 
try mining is mostly aone in places remote from 
centers of civilization; done on “company prop- 
erty,” ‘where the employers own the earth the 
men delve in, the roads they walk on, the shack 
houses they sleep and eat in, the stores they trade 
in, the schools their children study in, the courts 
they are tried in when they offend their overlords, 
and even, up to a certain height, the air they 
breathe. 

Mining in America is one of the few big indus- 
tries in which employers still regard labor as a 
mere commodity—something to be bought at their 
own price, used under their own conditions, laid 
off when not needed, shot down or driven off the 
premises when it presumes to act as if it had hu- 
man rights. Not all mine owners, of course, are 
like this. In every big mining field there are 
some small cwners, managing their own proper 
ties, whose minds are modern. But this is the 
rule for nearly if not quite all of the huge cor- 
porate owners which dominate American coal and 
copper mining. These corporations hire man- 
agers to boss the job. They have been much an- 
ncyed by the persistent refusal of their employes 
t»> accept classification with the mine mules. They 
have been especially outraged by the miners’ stub- 
bern purpose to maintain a labor union and 
through it to have some say as to wages, working 
and living conditions, etc. 

The railroad companies a generation ago were 
quite as dictatorial to labor as the mining com- 
panies are today. They learned how: to do busi- 
ness with free men in the twentieth century. The 
mining companies will learn. 

DIFFICULT, BUT WORTH WHILE. 

It is going to be hard to get some of the prop- 
erty owners along the proposed parkway to ac- 
cept the financial benefits its construction will 
confer, but the task can and will be done, and 
when it is done everybody concerned will be de- 
lighted that it was done. 
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OVERLOADED POSTMEN. 

A reader’s suggestion that there should be a 
reasonable limit to the load a postman is expected 
to carry is referred to the postoffice authorities 
for consideration. If it is true that the men are 
compelled to carry loads of from 90 to 115 pounds 
on a trip, the department had better begin looking 
about for men of full-mule capacity. Each and 
every one should be a living counterpart of Long- 
fellow’s “Village Blacksmith”’—mighty men, with 
large and sinewy hands, the broadest of backs, 
and elephantine underpinnings. The problem, of 
course, will be to find men of such unusual muscle 
and sinew who are also intelligent, alert and will- 
ing to be treated as packhorses. 

As the average postman is by no means of this 
variety, it is false economy to demand of him his 
last ounce of strength and endurance. Govern- 
ment servants, at least, should not be sweated to 
save the pennies.

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HOW $97,000 WAS EARNED FOR MISSOURI. 

The true quality of the practice in some State 
departments at Jefferson City whose appointees 
compile and furnish official.data for hire to trade 
publications, mailing list concerns and certain 
large corporations is revealed by the contrasting 
practice in the department controlled by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission. 

Requests for information, which it may have 
cost the State considerable sums to collect and 
preserve in forms giving it value, are also made 
to this department. Such requests are given just 
as courteous and prompt attention in this as in 
other departments. The work involved in com- 
plying with the request is done by appointees 
and is liberally paid for, as in other departments. 

But the money, instead of going into the pock- 
ets of employes whose time is paid for by the 
State, goes into the public treasury. The money 
received by the commission from this source and 
turned over for the lessening of taxation has ag- 
gregated $97,000 in less than two years. 

Of course, it is not to be supposed that re- 
ceipts in other departments reach any such figure 
as those of the commission, which is a new body 
having jurisdiction over a specially interesting 
field. But the disposition that should be made 
of all such receipts, large or small, which the 
State furnishes the principal facilities for earn- 
ing, is plainly indicated. The matter is some- 
thing more than a quarrel between professional 
correspondents at the capital and State employes 
who give a part of their time to correspondence 
work. One department head says the service for 
which his appointees get pay is all done after 
hours. But he also says the records of his de- 
partment are always locked up at closing time. 
How, then, do the appointees get access to the 
records after hours? 

The practice exposed by the Post-Dispatch can 
easily degenerate.into abuse. Appotntees are 
tempted to withhold valuable information from 
others until they themselves have made a re- 
munerative use of it. Employes may easily get 
the idea that the work the State -pays for is a 
side issue to the work for which Others pay.

STE AS CHILD, 
SOLD TO SLAYERS, 
FINDS BROTHER 


Girl Kidnaped 41 Years Ago 
Lived With Notorious Band 
of Murderers. 


WAS CLAIMED BY A WOMAN 
Newspaper Story Discloses Her 


Identity and Leads to 
Happy Reunion. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

‘+ SIOUX FALLS, 8. D., Dec. 18.—After 
a search extending over many years 
Mrs. John Miller of Iroquois has been 
reunited with her prother, from whom 
she was separated when they were chil- 
dren. Miller is a mail clerk and is 
well known in Iroquois. 

The brother is a resident of Indianap- 
olis, Ind. His name is Frank B. James. 
One of the newspapers of his home city 
chanced to print the story of Mrs. Mil- 
ler and her search for her brother, and, 
this fell under the eyes of James. 
Hle immediately wrote to his sister at 
her home in South Dakota. Mrs. Miller 
lost no time in proceeding to Indlanap- 
olis, where she has been reunited with 
her brother after their long separa- 
tion. 

He heard his sister speak as she left 
a cab In front of his home. ‘Moth- 
er’s voice—it must be sister,’’ he ex- 
claimed, and rushed out to meet her. 
The story of the kidnaping of Evelyn 
James (now Mrs. Miller) reads like a 
romance. 


ges? of Kidnaping. 
She was kidnaped when she was 4 


years of age and the brother with whom 
she has just been reunited was 7. That 
was 41 years ago. While the little broth- 
er and sister were playing on the porch 
of their home in St. Louis on April 19, 
7873, their mother left them for a short 
time, saying: 

“Do not leave the porch, children; 
mamma will not be long away.”’ 

A few minutes later a man approached 
the children, threw a sack over the 
head of the little girl and ran away 
with her. When the mother returned 
she found the little brother sobbing on 
the porch. 

The next eight years 
life were filled with terror. Her cap- 
tors finally surrendered her to a man 
in Winthrop, Io. Here she was fairly 
well treated until another man carried- 
her away and sold her to a notorious 
family in the wilder part of Kansas. 
She was carried about by them over the 
entire West. 


Rescued by Woodchoppers. 
When about 11 years of age she was 


standing in the doorway of the home 
of the notorious family, who then had 
returned to Kansas, when three wood- 
choppers chanced to pass. She was cry- 
ing and this attracted the attention of 
the three men. Upon hearing the little 
girl’s story they took her away with 
them. A posse was afterward organized 
and, proceeding to the home of thé fam- 
ily which had held her in captivity, 
captured several members and scattered 
the others. 

Mrs. Miller has since stated that the 
plan of the members of the family was 
to Pent a boarding house on some well 
traveled road and rob the guests, some 
of whom were killed in order that the 
robbers might retain possession of their 
money and other valuables. 


Driven From Home. 
After the trial and conviction of the 


captured members of the family Mrs. 
Miller was claimed by an lowa woman, 
who said she was her mother, and that 
her daughter when young had been car- 
ried away by kidnapers. Mrs. Miller re- 
fused to admit that this woman was her 
mother, but accompanied her. When she 
was about 1 years of age the woman, 
whose claims to be her mother were 
false, drove the little gir) from her 
home. 

Since that time and up to the time 
of her marriage to Miller she made her 
own way in the world, never relaxing 
her efforte' to find her parents ‘and 
brother. About 10 years ago she was 
married to Miller, and during her entire 
married life has lived happily in Iro- 
quols.

on a farm near Tacoma, Wash. 

In 189 the California gold fever seized 
John W. Roberts of Spring Valley, Rock 
County. His father and mother had 
come over from England, and his broth- 
ers and sisters were born there. John 
was born in Spring Valley. 

Was California Forty-Niner. 

He went to the gold fields and 

amassed a fortune. Then he bought a 
farm of 717 acres at what is now the 
outskirts of Tacoma, and settled on It. 
There he lived until his death, three 
years ago, raising garden truck and sel!- 
ing it in Tacoma. He lived in a hut, 
and spent little. His land increased in 
value. He bought securities and his a«- 
count in the bank grew larger and 
larger. 
' He @ied a bachelor. His land then was

|his bank account was $45,000. His heirs 
‘were his brother, George W. Roberts 
| of Tacoma, and his nieces, Mrs. Cath- 
lerine Rossiter of Brodhead and Mrs. 
Beck. 

Mrs. Beck separated from her husband 
William Beck, 15 years ago. Since then 
he has lived on his farm at Brodhead 
with thefr son, Harry. His wife, their 
daughter and their other son, Louis. 
went to live on the farm in Wood 
County, which Mrs. Beck owns. Tho 
land has not been cut over and tho 
family could not exist on it. They went 
to Janesville, and Mrs. Beck started to 
wash to support herself and children. 
For eight years they Ifved in Janes- 
ville. Then for a year ‘they lived in 
Hartford. Four years ago they came to 
Milwaukee. Two years ago Mrs. Beck 
suffered an infury which laid her up for 
six months and they could not pay th 
rent. So they moved to their present 
home—a frame shack which faces an 


alley. 


Enter the Olairvoyant. 
While Mrs. Beck lived in Janesville 
she rented rooms and one day there 
came to her a traveling clairvoyant. To 
the clairvoyant Mrs. Beck told of her 
wealthy uncle in Tacoma, When he 
died the clairvoyant claimed to be his 
granddaughter and sole heir. 
Mrs. Beck heard only aocidentally 
of the death of her uncle. She put in 
a claim for half the share of her father, 
the other half of which would go to 
her sister. Half of the property would 
go to her uncle’s brother, George.
